PRODIGIES in the Life of Cirift. 

Now procced to ſpeak of Prodigies wiaich occur'd in 
the Lif of our bleſſed Saviour hore upan Earth. Saint 
Ferome relates, That when Foſepb fled with the Virgin and 

cr Son into Egypt, all the Idols and Images of their God; ' 
tumbled from their Altars to the Ground ; and that their 
Ocacles alſo ceaſed ar that time, and never were heard to 
antwer any more: (Rarities of the Creation, pag. 84.) About 
the firlt Year after the Birth of Chriſt, Armies were ſcen 
at Rom? fighting in the Air. The Sun ſuffered a violent P- 
clipſe, after which a violent Tempeſt of Rain and Hail fol- 
lowed. And about the 1 2th Ycar, when Jeſus diſputed with 
the Jewiſh Doftors, a great and terrible Comet appcarcd. 
The Light of the Sun was apparently ſcen'to fail at Rome. 

Hoy could he longer caft a glimmering Ray, 
Ani fee the Fountain of his Light decay ? 

Thc Heavens ſeemed ro-burn. Ficry Beams fell from Hea- 
ven, and bloody Comets were ſeen in ſeveral places. The 
River Tier overflowed Rome : Upon which ſec H-race in the 
2d. Ode of the firſt Book, Jam ſatis terre nivis, &c. Thir: 
teen Cities in Africa were deſtroyed by 2n Earthquake. Noi- 
ſome and Peſtilential Flyes came in great Swarms into Ger- 
many. Calign/z that Monſter of Mankind was born. King 
Azrippe was lain. Aguſtus Ceſar dyed. In the 22d. Year 
of his Age it rained Blood in Rome, which was a remakable 
preſage of rhe cffulion of Chriſt's moſt precious Blogd. 
Armies were ſcen again igpcing the Air, boti in Rome and 
Pola:d;, and a Blazi a Sword was diſccrned in 
the Skyc : Soon after whith the Theatre creftcd by P, 
was burgt down, and the City of Tiberius drowned. 
in the ſame Year Tiberius became a moſt Bloody Tyrane, 
and committed all manner of Cruelty upon the Remans.

T7 the 34th Year of our Saviour's Life, Tiberius then be- 
ing Emperor of Rome, the Wicked 7e:rs molt barba- 
_ crac..c! our Lord and Saviour Jeſs Chriſt, as pro- 
duc d tuch proiligions Effects, as were vever ſeen in ny 
Age before, and which wac afterwards ancitcd and con- 
hrm<d as weil by Heathens as Chriſtians. 

Ar it.c time of his Death, a very great and thick Dart:- 
nets h-ppened in the Day-time, which continued from Six 
till Nine, and yet ric Sun ſuffered no Eclipſe, for the Moon. 
was at Þull, fo that it was Miraculous, and Contrary to * 
the Ordacr of Nature, and coun:d be no otherwile eticted 
than by the lamediate Power of God, who jullly deprived 
te Sunot its Light, whilſd his Son ignominicull* ffered 
Death tor the Sin of Man : Dionyfius the Arcopagite being 
that Day in Athens, and ſecing the Son in a total Eclipſe, 
and knowing (mg we Skill d in Aſtrology, and the Courſe 
of the Heavens) that ſuch an Eclipſe mult be conpary to
